The other, 
debntantr dance entertaining. 

Relatives 

in the first, curiosity of a 
prominent person to look over

him is certainly justifiable. 

In the intricate business of 
tojptrc building, social means 
lire understandably used to 
serve ambitious ends — and 
that covers debutantes as well 
Obviously, there is something 
to be said for giving the most 
auspicious possible boost to the 
marriageable young, however 
it's done.

All this with the usual ex- 
ception*.

Marr.ia 
Davenport is anotbeT expert, 
and so is Clare Boothe Luce, 

But women like these are 
rare. 

Learn to be as good a lis- 
tener as a talker, for the good 
conversationalist is both. 

Good gossip 

Lady Beacunsfield, wife of 
Queen Victoria's Prime Min- 
ister, Benjamin Disraeli, at- 
tached so much importance to 
her ability to listen well that 
she made it a point always to 
eat a high tea before going 
oat to dine. 

In this way she wasn't 
tempted to let her attention 
stray from the talk to the 
food, and so missed no morsel 
of gossip that might be useful 
to her husband professionally 
or to herself socially. 

Even if you're a ready and 
willing talker, just bubbling 
over with things to say, don't 



try to lake over completely 
from more inhibited guests. 

A provocative question on a 
subject that is slightly sensa- 
tional, fur instance, is a won- 
derful loosener of tongues. 

Three subjects that I've 
found sure-fire slops to the 
occasional sileuces that (all on 
parlies are Sex, Ia>ve, and 
Wlio Hales Whom — and by 
that first-mentioned I mean 
nothing indelicate. 

Still another conversational 
gambit I've tried, though 
with nut unqualified success, 
is what might be called the 
Let's Gel Personal opener. 

One nf my latest experi- 
ments with it may illustrate 
the wisdom of keeping lead 
qucstiuus at the level of 
gcuenll experience, or al least 
at the level of people who 
aren't there.

In sum, then, here are 10 
main points for the good ctro- 
vrrsalionalist to remember; 

1. Keep yourself informed 
on matters of current interest 
by reading the latest books, 
magazines, and daily news- 
papers. 

2. If you are a woman with 
the good luck to be very, very 
learned, don't have the bad 
sense to show it. 

3. Be as amusing as it's in 
you to be, but leave malice to 
ihe professional wits. You'll 
last longer. 

4. Be a good listener. 

5. Keep on mental file a 
handful of short and gener- 
ally apropos anecdotes and/or 
provocative questions that 
may be used (t) 111] in lulls 
or revitalise a dying conver- 
sation. Bui try not to use the 
same line twice, in the same 
company. 

6. Don't be argumentative 
about matters of no import- 
ance. 

7. When someone tells a 
story that is plainly meant 
to be funny, faugh. 

8. Don't carry on private 
conversations in front of 
strangers unless you can also 
contrive to bring them into 
it. 

9. Don't try to monopolise 
conversation. 

10. Don't ask personal 
questions of or make personal 
observations to people whose 
identities you're not sure of. 
J he fate you save may be 
your own. 

Now for good guest De- 
lia vinur in general: 

• If you can't go to a party 
in a mood to enjoy yourself 
and to make others enjoy you, 
don't go. 

Call your hostess and tell 
her the riLttft. Say frankly 
that you (eel wretched, that 
you'd be a drag on rvrrybody, 
that she and her party will 
be infinite Iv bettee off for your 
absence. She'll understand. 

• Be prompt in arriving at 
a party, but don't, in pity's 
name, be early. 

• On arrival, confine your 
greetings to your hostess to 
the customary salutations and 
let her lake the lead. 

• Unless your hostess has ex- 
pressly asked for help in her 



duties, don't: and. above all, 
leave the furniture alone. 

Guests are expected to 
mingle, aiid men are generally 
better behaved in this regard 
than women, who are loud 
of exercising the classic "fem- 
inine right" irf holding court. 

To warn supposedly sound- 
minded adult* against drink- 
ing too much at a party 
shouldn't be necessary, yet it 
happens. 

Perhaps you know your 
capacity (or the stuff when 
you are at home and sit down 
to relax over a glass or two 
before dinner. 

But when you go to a parly 
you go already more or less 
exhilarated by the promise of 
a good time, and il the eve- 
ning turns out to be lively and 
gay your exhilaration is 
bound to increase. 

In this mood you take that 
drink you don't need, and 
what happens? 

Before yon know it you can 
he woefully out of hand. 

Then there is still another 
trap for the umvarv drinker 
at a party, that is the ubiquit- 
ous poorer. Beware of him 
at all costs. 

When you go to dinner 
parties eat at least something, 
if nnt all, of whatrw food is 
put before you — whether you 
like it or not. 

"Bejrf people" 

This is only common cour- 
tesy in any circumstances — 
well, not quite any: such 
things as fried grasshoppers 
and a singularly revolting 
species of worm, among others, 
are being marketed these days 
under the guise of gourmet 
treats. 

Any hostess indelicate 
enough to serve this kind of 
thing deserves to have it not 
only left untouched but fiuntj 
forcibly from sight. 

Generally, it's the guest's 
duty to adapt himself to the 
hostess' fare, and not t h e 
other way round. The tingle 
exception is when religious be- 
lief b involved. 

A common embarrassment 
at formal dinners is the pre- 
dicament of the guest whn 
Ends himself faced with a 
veritable xylophone of silver 
stretching out from either 
side of his place-pin le and is 
thereby fared also with t h e 
aching question: "Which fork, 
O Lord, whirh spoon?" 

Well, if you don't know, 
don't let it worrv \on 

A good many of the so-called 
"Best People" in society dots') 
know, either. Nor do they 
care. 

The accepted procedure is 
to start the first course with

• Our home plan this week was specially 
designed to enable the housewife to save 
lime and work in her daily routine. 

mHE architect, F. T. 
A HtimphrjTs, of Mel- 
bourne, has included an 
attractive utility room 
where washing, ironing, 
and sewing can be done 
in one convenient centre. 
There is also space for 
storage. 

With new equipment on ihe 
market, laundries have he- 
roine more than just work 
areas. Good design and bright 
color schemes make ifiem an 
attractive part ol the home. 

The utility room illustrated 
at right has a special laundry 
alcove so the steam does not 
penetrate to other parts of the 
room. Corner windows admit 
maximum light and give good 
ventilation. 

A bamboo screen or curtain- 
ing could be placed to shot 
(he laundry from view, if de- 
sired. 

The drop-down ironing- 
board can be folded away 
when not in Dse. A wall of 
cupboards provides storage 
and sewing space. Anoilier 
dme-sas r ing feature is the 
soiled-clothes bin, with a chute 
from the bathroom. 

This chute providrs a quick 
and tidy way of keeping soiled 
clothes nut of sight. 

The laundry is only a few 



steps from the kitchen, so 
there is a frirtheT saving of 
time for the housewife, whn 
can keep heT eye on the meal 
cooking while she is working 
in the utility room. 

Apart from the excellence 
of the house from the woman's 
point of view, the general lay- 
out is well organised and is 
separated conveniently into 
sleeping and living areas. 

An entrance hall gives access 
to either wing without any 
cross traffic through rooms, 
thus helping In keep the bouse 
clean and tidy, and reducing 
the housewife's work. 

Bathroom and toilet are in 
the bedroom wing, but are
